Narrative of the Journey of Mr. Read and others to Caffraria. 


Bethelsdorp, May 21, 1816. 
Honored and dear Brethren, 


Lhasten to give yeu an account of our excursion into Cafftaria ; which, 
¥ doubt not, will be interesting, and cause every heart to glow with hol 
«{niiration at what the Lord is doing upon the earth. Surely the time is 

rot far distant when © all theeads of the earth shall see the salvation of our 


Ged? You must bear with me in my details, and make what abridgments 


you think proper, before you printthem. 
We leit Bethelsdorp on Ist of April, and took a new route to Theopho- 
lis, by a road which our people were cutting, through immense woods, on 
tre banks of the Sunday River, which was to make about six hours differ- 
ence in the distance to that new station. We arrived at the New Ford at 
sm-set, and got safely through, though the water was so high that it came 
intothe waggon ; but the road being unbeaten, we spanned out’, to stay till 
tie morning , 
In the morning we overtook our people, twenty in number, who were 
making the road; and having spanned out, and breakfasted, we proceeded 
with theiu,'and assisted to eut through the wood to get the waggons through; 
but with hard laber we could not accomplish our work until midni;-ht, and 
were obliged to make large fires, by the light of which to cut down trees 
, and level banks for the waggons. We could have waited till the morrow ; 
but were afraid of the elephants falling upon us, and there was no way to 
escape. We saw two of these animals iu the afternoon, at some distance 
from us; but met with no'molestation. We were all very tired and hun, 
gry when we got through the woods. The young chief Tzatzoo conduct,’ 
ed the wership bat when praying for the Caffres, he was so much affec. 
ted, that another concluded for him. Althgugh it was so very late, and aly -

Tn the wer Ting We examined the woods to be cut through, aud thenelit 
proper to send 1 the Waggons over a niountain, to escape three vallies which 
were to be cut through. We cut through one, and towards evening an- 
other, ‘of ‘upwards ‘of half 2 mile wide > and nig conning on, we were 
wees to continue: there. 

Sf had selected five persons to accompany Brother Williams, who had a 
knov wledge of the Catfre language ; four of them were meinbers of the 
church ‘at Bethelsdoiy. ‘One. of th ese, Jan Links, app eared at first very 
rehactant : but he Said, the Lord had shown him his sin in sua mar ner, 
that | he had beén ‘almost lifetess = and now, With great joy, le was wi lingte 
fallow Christ wherever tie should lead him. 

‘On ‘the ‘third day we proceeded a great Way 3 she sumered much for want 
‘of water, having had none ‘since we left Sunday River. ‘The om oxen 
and horses were dispatclied to a fountain’; but the water was so brackish 
that we could s ey drink it; and we could net rot fi esh wate: -ill sun 
set. This was a resort for numerous wild beas ts espe claliy elephants. — 
A hitle after dark three soldiers ‘of the 83d reeiment wet us :—they had

heard of our approach, and were sent by fie sergeant to conduct us to the 


post, where we arrived about‘an hour after. ‘The officer wis not at home. 
The sergeant tried tomake us comfortable; but the only thing he had was 
a tittle wild mint-tea, and -a good fire ; but we soon set up our tent, and 
ni took of the first regular vibad since we had Jeft Bethelsdu p— Wre had 
service. Brother Williams preached in English to the soldiers, and Tio 
‘OUT | people in the Dutch lancua ive. ‘There were two soldiers who said they 
had belonged to the Methodist, but had jallen away and one openly con- 
fessed that he had never served God with a whole] heart: and finding it im- 
mogsible ‘to serve both God and Mammon, he concluded it was best to returat 
te the Worlds yet ‘he said, he loved e6od people; and spoke hichlv of 4 
Etienict woman, i tenis of Bethelsdorp, who was at the pest with her 
husband, as being so zealtus, that she was exhorting sianers, day and niglit, 
to a to ‘Christ. 
Ve left ‘the post in the morning after worship, the exen having heen 
L 


nett back'that strayed in the nigat. Ww e had to-eu through a taree bush 
to wet do wn te Bushman’s River ; and then we were obi od to span out, 
to make 2 a new road on the morrow , as the old one, runn ine long the “ee 
man’s River, was too Cangerous,—the waggons being every mowent in 


danger ‘of falling from a great height into the river, Siinilar to what is cal 
led The Hell, at Gout’s River. 

Saturday morning ‘our people were divided into thres parties:—One to 
cut a new road ¢ound a hill, oe break a road throush a re ck, with inen 
crows,—-and ‘one to work off a slant with pick-axes, ft was noon, there- 
fore, before we could sross the river; and ni) Ww > had to meke a read upa 
mountain: Crossed the Kareeka Rj iver with ci iticulty rand ¢ arrived 1unex- 
pecte dly al Theepholis, Brother Barker had arrived a iew days before, te 
reimein there till my return from Caffraria. 

After crossing the Bushman’s River, one of our pecple ran among the 
bushes after a he oney -vird 3 wid was attached by ab uifalo, which wounded 
him in the head with his | hori. We were at fir st alarmed. us It was oe us pit 
that the ‘bloed ‘could not be sto npe d : but some tinder bein re 3 
was effected. Lheman seemed unconcerned, and said he did mm may rd " 
if it nagnt out prove b eneficial to hiféoul : Lat when the eat | Was Lids 
en hix, } be criedeout to G od. Wiio cid divei finn ay av, 
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Sanday. Theordinances of the day felk to. my lot ; and my- ming was 
peculiarly impiessed, with these words.“ Said £ net unto these, thas if 
thou wouldst delieve, thou shonldst. see the glory of God?” Krom, these 
words I spake. at the Lord’s table. 

On, Monday we thonght of proceeding; but the rainkept us back, as. gar 
tents needed to be repaired. fn fact, the sail of my waggon was torn, inte 
many pleces, so that 2t conld not be used any more ; and this was se,muck 
the worse, as tt was borrowed. ; : 

On Tuesday, at noon, we ect away, accompaaied hy Valentyn aad Ko-. 
bus Boezak, brothren to, HeadPick, who, was a great shotsmay x had auch, 
rain, and could not proceed far. Were obliged to,span gut before dark, 
and passed an unpleasant uight. . ‘ 

We arrived at Graham’s “Lown, on Wednesday; and were kingly: ¥e-. 
ceived by Major Fraser, &c.; all of whom wished ussuccess ; bat seemed 
to think: we.should never-retarn again, but be murdered by: the Caffres., 

We arrived atthe time they were reducing the, Cape regiment from 
$00 to 500 men; and Lam sorry to. say that there had been an, order that 
none of these men, should be permitted to. goto,the Missionary statrons 3 
but be obliged to. enter ito the service of the Boors. Some ef the poor 
lads, who. had been torn from Bethelsdorp. by force {twoe, years ago, applied 
to, me. for help; but [ could only pity them, and write on theyre behalf ; 
but, alas, to, no, effect ! | . 

On Thursday, we left Greham’s, Town ; and spanned eyt upon the sem- 


mit of Zunrberg,directly over Blaauw; Krans, where we hada full mew of 


Caffraria. From hence. we could see a laige chain, of moungains, stretgh. 
wg from the Winterberg towards the. searshore, dividing the Caitres iron, 
gie Bushman,—The country eppeared from hence remarkably: mtly ; ang 
indeed not 4 plaincould be scen. My mind was deeply affected with tha 
sight uf this gountry, LEhad longed to see it with astreng desire, ang iq 
iupart to the Caifres the Gospel. The way being open, was, a wonderfa} 
circumstance: but suegestions were sometimes, made to my: mind, that 
should never crossthe Fish River, Que joumey, however‘ thus far was 
prosperous ; and every one was eager: to, sea the first Cafire, Brother: 
Jan, Links said he would begin to, sing the praises, of God to the first he 
GW. 

The only horse F hat, and which IE called a AGissionary horse, was, daad, 
4 bought him for §Orix-dollars eight years ago, and could afterwards haye 


zot 200 for him. He was considered one of the best horse in ghe district. 
¥ intended to, have taken him with me to, Caffraria; but the morning f 
jeft Betlelsdorp, sending for him from the field, found the wolves had kil- 
ledhim. LK tried to, hire a horse at Graham’s Town; and sent offtwe of 
sur boys, to, Blaauw Krans to, fetch me one | bad hired 3 but thesa noi 
coming soon, we began te be alarmed, and the horses with us disappeared 
while we were praying ; aud we could not find then cll next dap at agen, 
nor did the boys return earlier. Wefelt thankfut for the return of the boys 
with the horses, and set oT, heping ta be in Calffraria on Lord’s day ; Dat 
halted at the bottom of the mountain to make signals on thea merrew.. * 
On Saturday, two men were dispatched to, the end of the mountam ia 
make fires, agreeably to. gn appointment made with the Galfres, who had 
heon at Graham’s ‘Fown ; but we were in the evening greatly GisapPOmiad 
by their returning without seeing a Caffre, We wera rather dejected ; 
aid being near the Fish River we were careful to tia the oxon and horsaa 
40 the waggons by night, for fear of straggling Qaffres, Dhres of the 
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brethren, inthe vicht, agreed to set offto Conga’s Kraal.to procure a cou- 
ple of hien as guides ; and intenved to return iu the evening. They, there- 
fore, set offearly in the morning; and our hearts were hited up for then 
protection. We had a prayer-meeting inthe morning. I preached in the 
aiiernoon from Joshua 1. 12: words that had been for several days, at times 
strongly on my mind. In the afternoon, we enjoyed tozether the Lerd’s 
Supper in the tent, and committed ourselves to God. Several were much 
aifected. We had twelve persons with us; nine of whom were members 
of the church at Bethelsdorp, and whese prayers and supplications for the 
Catfres were incessant. Brother Williauis preached in the evening from 
salm xxv. 8, with much liberty. 

On Monday we were in anxiety, because our people did not return; and 
pur patience was nearly exhausted. In the afternoon, several elephants 
presented themselves in the bushes before us. Brother Williams rode to 
the top of the mountain to look out for the people; and the restof us had 
a prayer-meeting. Brother Tzatzoo prayed last; and no sooner had he 
risen from his knees, than we saw the people approaching with Cafires, 
whom we received with great joy, every one being eager to converse with 
them. One was an intelligent man, and spoke good Dutch ;—the other 
was astonished at the friendly reception we gave him; and said he was sur- 
prised that a white man should shake hands with such a black crow as he 
was. He said he coald not say muchthat evening, for all was Like a dream; 
but after he had slept, and knew it was reality, he should talk. 

16th. We spanned in early; but going down a mountain, my Wasson 
was overset ; yet not! ing broke, nor was any person hurt. ‘Lhe river was 
ve y deep, and the descent to it rocky and steep. The oxen of Brother 
Williams’s waggon going too low, endangered the wagzgon’s being upset, 
an:‘| although, our hearts frequently misgave us, it was brought Saieiy 
through, thongh, from the depth of the water, all our things were wet. 

Ihad made a kind of vow, that if I got safely over the Fish River, [ 
would offer public thanks to the Lord, and devote myself afresh to his ser- 
vice. As soon, therefore, as we had hung out our clothes, &c. te dry, we 
asseinbled, read a chapter ; and three engaged in prayer, to thank God for 
his great goodness. Just as we were begining our service, we found our- 
selves su: rounded by about 100 Caifres,—the meu arn.ed with assagays ; 
but, as soon as they had ieard who we were, they laid down their Weapons, 
ani inforiaed us that they were followersof Makanna, who tauchtthem 
Ew AMag. 
to abstain from blood-sheduing, theft, witchsraft, and adutery. Many bee- 
ged ot us; one woman sat herself down to hear the wrodof God. ‘The 
salu she pitied the Cifves; for if they telt what she feit, they would have 
no ‘esire to ask for beads, buttoms, &c. but for the word of God. ‘They 
followed our wagyons a great way, while our people sang; and they seeiu- 
ei deleniel. ‘dhe poor woman left the waggons reluctantly. 

We spanned out at a little distance fom a kraal of Caifres, many of 
whom were present at worship; and our brother Tzatzee prayed, fer the 
fi st time, inthat language, wnich seemed to have a goed effect ; and uur 
people were busy til midnight exhorting, &c. 

17th. We set off early, and on the road were joined by many Catffres ; 
and at about 1@ o'clock the waggons spanned out, near the kraalsof tiie 
ehief Golana, a man noted for courage and fierceness. A ‘few oi us had 
rode toa kiaai to get milk. The chief asked whether we were net afiaid 
to come inio their country ; for said he,if any of their peop.e did but cross 
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the Fish River to hunt, they were shot dead; and now we eoul@ see thak 
they were not so cruel as the English. ‘Their women, were muchfrighten- 
ed, and ran aivay, till they knew Jau TVz2tze0,. who, conversed long with 
them. One was a woman belonging to, his father’s kraal., 

Returning to the waggons, we found Gelana, and a great concourse of 
people with him. Golana told us, with great pleasure, what he had heard 
trom Makanna; which was nearly the same as what we had heard from 
the Caffres tle day before. Brother Tzatzoo preached to them im the 
Calire language. : 

On aur approach to the kraal of Kobus Congo, we were met by numer 
ous Calffves, allof whom seemed delighted. Two. women, hearing of the 
object of our coming, broke out imto, acclamations of praise, that Ged had 
heard their weak prayers ; and new they rejoiced that their-eyes: were pen. 
mitted to beho!d such menas we were! They gried out with tears, Dank-. 
je ! dankje ! (thanks! thanks!) | 
' On our arrival at the kraal, Kobus Congo, twa ef his brothers, and 
about 20:of his chief men, were ready te receive us; and each reached out, 
his right hand, and shook hands with us. We then had a conference ; wher 
the ebfef asked me the objeet of our coming into the country. | told him 
that he knew that Jankanna (Dr. Vanderkemp) had been im their eountry, 
but had been obliged toleave it; but now the Gospel was sent to them, 2- 
cain; that Jaakanna bad always prayed for them, but the door had heen 
shut: that Goa had new opened the door ; and Goxernment had given, per. 
mission for Mr, Williams. and Fzatzoo, to come and instruct them; and 
that we wished to know his mind upon the subject. He said he was bata 
young captatms and alihough he was much pleased, he could nek give his 
sentiments tiil the other chiefa had been consulted; and being asked whom 
he meant, he auswered Geika, Slambi, and Makanna, We asked him if 
he would accompany us gs far 2s to Makanng. He said he would consult 
his people, and give ad auswer next day, Golane urged, that Kobus 
should use every endeavor to got a Missionary amongthem, The young 
chiefs asked for presents ; but said they would wait till the other Caffres 
were gone, etherwise they would insist on having a share ; therefore, after 
service in the evening, E gave them a looking-glass, three knives, three hand- 
berchtefs, and three pieces of copper ; for which they were very thankful, 
They staid with us till after midmight, and then left us, reluctantly, to ge te 
rest.

adiuimister so bountifully to the spiritual wants of their Cliristian brethren 
at home and ab:oad. 

in this pure disinterested benevolence, which can arise, it is presumed, 
from no other source than love to God and man, and which has no other 
object than to promote his glory, and the temporal aud eteinal good of his 
creatures, your Committee recognise, with heartfelt pleasure, the influence 
of that holy Book, the circulation of which it Is directed 80 ‘essentially tu 

romote. 

The Auxilharies have justified their claim to the title of Benefactors of 
the Society in the most extensive interpretation, as, independently of their 
liberality to the Parent Institution, and their local eficiency in distribu, 
ting the Scriptures, they have contributed, by their influence and ex: ample, 
to excite an attention to the establishinent “a other Auxiliaries, of Branch 
Societies, and ef Bible Assoviations—the whole exhibition a system of 
benevolent co operation ior the best end, and through the purest means, 
By these gra lations the lowest orders of society become connected with 
the highest, in one great work of Christian charity ; and the bounty of all 
accumulated into one stream, 1S again pos red forth to enrich the Spot trons 
which it flowed, or to fertilize the barren tracts of distant regions. 

Your Com moittes thiuk it unnecessary to repeat what has been said on 
feriner occasians res pe cling Bible Associat ions, further than to certify, that 
their experience has again ~ confirmed all that has been asserted in their fa- 
vor in former Reports. They acknowledge with gratituce the great eth- 

ciency which the Parent Institution has derived fiom their assistance, while 
they contemplate with admiration and denght the morai effects which have 
resuited from them, im the encouragement of religious habits, and tn the 
inerease of kind affections and brotherly love; and they are persuaded, 
that nothing is better calculated to extend the influence of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, to excite a personal interest in the knowledge of revealed truth, and 
(what is the natural consequence of such knowledse ) ) an anxions desire to 
wake others partakers of it, tian these most laudable and edficacious Asse- 
Ciations. 

Your Committee have also the pleasure to report several additions te 
the funds of the Society, by Legacy or Donation; among which are the 
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fo lowing :—A Lecacy of £100 from the late Miss Abiga! Franks, a Jewess, 
nd I y } awara Groldstid, imsquire. Ne. Xe, A&C. 

‘Yo the fiends of the Society in Scotland, your Committee have again 
to express tieir obligations for a liberality, which ma:ks their continued 
attachnient to the Tostitutien, and a ceep interest in its success. ‘The se- 
veral cont iovtions, from that part of the Island have been already 
specified ; but your Committee cannot ont expressing their particular 
ebiigations to the Reverened the Pres'ytery of Glasgow, which iirst gave 
tle exan ple of an Annual Collection m Scotland. 

Vbe Hibernian Bible Society have continued their exertions during the 
past year tociculate, the Scriptures anong all classes aud denon. inations of 
tieir countrymen. Between 20 and 30.000 Bibles and ‘Testaments have 
been issvea tion. their Depository since their last Anniversary, in addition 
to more than 200,000 copies antecendently dispersed. Many tuousands 
n.o.e were catled tor, wlich the dispersed state of theirfunds, trom the un- 
exampried pressure oi the times, reucered it imposible for tLe Society to 
supply. 
~ Jt now becon es the duty of your Committee to state, that they have 
receitly acon plished an object which had long been considered as highly 
desirale, and hal at length become absolutely indispensable ,—the unien 
ot all the ofces of the Seciety in one Establishment. ‘The inconvenience 
arising lion having the Library and Depository in one place, the Accoun- 
taut’s Office in another, and the Committee Room in a third, had been se- 
verely and injuriously feit Loth by the ofeers and meu:bers of the Society: 
add to this, thatthe oficers of the Soc'ety had no place of conimon resort, 
and were destitute of the accommodations required for the correct and 
systematic transaction ot their business, which has tor a considerable time 
past teen progressively increasing, both in complicacy and importance ; 
and the risk and trouble eccasioned Ly tLe frequent ren oval of the Records 
of tle Society, now accumulated to au immense mass. Inthe mean time, 
the expenses of the Depository, from the Commission upon sales of Bibles 
and Testaments, which, though voluntarily reduced by Mr. Seeley to the 
lowest rate that justice to his family would allow, had, upon such extensive 
issue, necessarily arising to a great annual amount, and formed an addi, 
tional reason tor looking to au Establisiment ag a measure of economy no 
less than of accommodatien. 

The offer of suitable Premises in Earl Street, Blackfriars, on advan. 
tageous terms, affurded the Committee an opportunity ef carrying their. 
purpose into efiect. When the arrangements, which are now proceeding, 
shall have been completed, the Society will be in possession ef aset of 
conmmodious oiices for carrying on the business in every department, cew- 
trally situated, and combining every proposed convenience, at an immedi- 
ate expensé, which, by the annual saving in the Depository, Commission, 
and otherexpenses, will be gradually and finally replaced. . 

Among the accommodations afforded by the Establishmen in Earl Street 
wot the least important, is that which regards the Seciety’s Biblical Libra- 
ry. The books of which it consists, namerous and valuable as they are, 
Would, thereis reason to believe, have been considerably auguiented by the 
liberality of the public, if it had been correctly knowa what the Society 
really possessed, ana in what respects therefore tts collection was deffcient. 
In the new Establishment, a commodious Room is allotted for the reception 
of the books; they wili be suitable classed and arranged ; and a Catalogue 
i them willbe printed, and annexed to the ensuing Report. 
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Under these eircumstances, the Committee feel themselves at liberty to 
solicit from the friends of the Institution, both abroad and at home, such 
Versions of the Scriptures as may be likely to assist in promoting the gen- 
eral design ; andthey would add a request for a regular-supply of the An- 
a Reports of all Auxiliary, or kindred Societies in every part of the 
world. 

It only remains for your Committee to advert to the distribution of the 


Scriptures. Under this head they have to state, that, excluding what has 


been effected through the agency of Auxiliary and Branch Societies, and 
Bible Associations, the mere list of collective bodies and individuals, 
to whomthe Scriptures have been consigned for distribution, by sale or 
gratuitously, im Europe, Asia, Africa, and America, would occupy a consi, 
derable space in their Report, The detail will appear im the account an- 
nexed to it; but your Committee cannot deny themselves the satisfaction 
ot exhibiting the following summary : only premising, that they have re- 
eeived many pleasing proofs, that the henevoalence of the Society bas beea 
attended with the happiest effects,

Extracts of a deter fm om the Rev. Mr. Meigs, addressed to ihe Treasurer. 


of the Amer. Board of Com, for For, Miss. 


Cotompo, Arrit 9, 1816. 
Dear sir,—Having: now an opportunity of sending direct to Calcutta by 
private conveyance, which will save a heavy postage, } shall embrace it, 
and spend what time I have, in giving you some general account of our 
affairs. Since the departure of the Dry ad for Calcutta, no remarkable oc- 
¢urrences has taken place respecting us. One general obeervation howev- 
er, may with propriety be made, in reference to all the measures which 
we have adopted since we took up our residence in this place. It is, that we 
have had uninterrupted prosperity and success. All our plans have succeed- 
ed far beyond our expectationg. We find here many warm friends. Indeed 
many, who make no pretensians to religion, are forward to render us allthe 
assistance that we need. The « lispensations of God’s providence towards 
ais, from the time we left our native shores to the present day, have been 
such as to cause us all to unite in making the observation, that Gad és ev- 
idenily trying us with his mercies instead of afflictions. Our voyage Was 
rem arkably pleasant. Many things conspired to render it so. Our re- 
ception and treatment, in this place, have been all that we could wis sh, 
We are alive, and in health, We are all of “one heart and one soul.” 
We hope we shall “take heed lest we fall out by the way.” We will bless 
God for the past, and rely on his grace for the future. Indeed we are de- 
termined, as soon as we can remove, and become settled in our new hab- 
itation, which wil! be in the course of next week, to set apart a day for 
thanksgiving to God, in view of all the mere ten which we have received 
fromhim. We expect in the course of this week to form ourselves into a 
church, and to celebrate the ordinance of pe Lord’s supper on the next 
Sabbath. Mr. Chater kindly offers us his place of worship in the foit fer 
this purpose. Our Methodist brethren here have expressed a desire te 
gommune with us, and also that we should commune with them, at their 
place of worship. There is divine service here at tlie Episcopal ehapel in 
the morning; anc, on that account, neither the Baptists or Pa thodists 
have been able to eal llect a congregatignin theferenoon. They have their 
seasons of worship inthe aliernoon and evening 
We have written to our brethren at Bom! Day 3 but as letters are fwe 
months in going and returning, we do not expect an answer in somo weeks, 
‘The probability. now is, that we shall all tarry at C olombo through the 
S. W. moonsoon, that is for six months from the time of lan: ling, At 
Jeast a part of us will. We have taken great pains to obtain information 
respecting the different parts of this Island, particularly Jafina iackoding 
the whole district. For this purpese we hava conferred with Sir Alexan- 
der Johnstone, the Rev. Mr. Palm, and Christian David; allof them 
well qualified to give us accurate information on the a ee The » distri ict 
fs now almost destitute of Christian instruction, Mr, J . is settled har 
over the Dutch Church ; and Christian David for tha presont is here, ans 
ihe M nlebat con gregation, under pay irom government. Mr, Lynch, @ 
Methedist, is the only Missionary now im the district, The gentlemen a- 
bove mentioned are extremely anxious to have ug settle there, ‘Shey 
represent it as an excellent missionary field, and very destitute, Sir At 
exander Johnstone, says, there ought ta ha 25 ~eere. gt the num:

ly ayainst the policy of some Societies, in scattering their missionaries $6 
much, by which means little or nothing that will be lasting is effected. 
Gar friends here knew, that we caunot decide upon any missionary statlo. 
We are therefore anxious to hear. We shall 
not, however, decid, till we also hear from the Baptist missionaries at See 
raipore 3 as we wrote to them for information by the Dryad. At present, 
after strengthening the rission at Bombay, if it is practicable, we deems 
Jafinaa place of the next importancé. We are not, however idle; and we 
hope that we shell promote the commen canse while we remain here. We 
frequently preach in English, both for brother Chater, and for our Wesley- 
au brethren. We have entered into a torrespondence with the Hon. and 
Rev. Mr. T'wisleton, on the subjects of schools and preaching by interpre- 
ters. }¥e has writtentothe Governor on the Bubject, and will undoubtedly 
obtain his approbation. His Excefloncy is now absent, ona tonr through 
this island. Mr. P.thinks we may obtain private schools for Furopeans 
both male and female, which will be profitable to the mission. The short- 
ness of the time of our continnance in this place, is an objection against our 
engaging here in native free-schools, as wé proposed. In the room of this, 
Mr. ‘I’. proposes that we should undertake to instruct a number of the na- 
tives of a higher class, in theology, whom he designs ultimately to become 
preacuers of the Gospel to their ceuntrymén. | This appears to be a favor- 
rie subject with Mr. T. and we perfectly coincide with him in his views of 
iis great iinportance. Ile wrote to us this morning, that hefhad obtained ten. 
These, we expect soon té have under our care. On the subject of preach- 
ing by mterpreters, he gave us to understand, that it might be done with 
profit to the natives, prévided good interpreters could be obtained. He was 
finally so obliging as to offer us otcasionaily both tis Cingalese and Mala- 
har interpreters. Indeed he is very kind to us, and ready to assist us in 
any way that liés in his power. The Methodist Society in England have 
t present five missionaries on the island, who came out with the late Dr. 
Coke. Mr. Ault ts dead. Messrs. Harvard and Clough aré stationed at 
Colombo; Messrs. Squance and Erskin at Pomt de Galle ; (pronounced 
here Gaul;) and Mr. Lynch at Jaffna. They came out with the design 
of staying only seven years,and they éxpect new ones to be sent to supp!y 
their places before that time expires. Their mission was very liberally fit- 
ed out. They have here a printing press, and are printing the translation 
of the Cingalese New Testament.
